It asserts that Ameri- 
ca's Bisent is nscassary to render the 
treaty operstire.

San Remo, April II. — "WcU gen- 
tlemen, here we are all in the garden 
of Eden — I wonder who will pUy

It was thus that Premier Lloyd 
George greeted Premiers Millerand, 
of France, and Nittl, of Italy, Jusf be- 
fore the fiist of a series of momen- 
tous interallied ( oaferenres here to- 
day. 

It was one of those happy phrases 
that elicit hearty laughter from all 
and yet contain more truth than poe- 
try. .The disappearance ot the well- 
worn words "humanity, clrilizatlon, 
justice and right" from the diplo- 
matic vocabularly is the outstanding 
feature ot the S.in Remo conference, 
to which each preiiuer has come with 
the unshakable resolve to tight for 
the Inilridnal interesU ot iia own 
nttion. 

Hypocrisy's Veil Removed. 
The Tell of hypocrisy that has en- 
veloped' ionumerahie inter-allied con- 
ferences In IM past, even those vari- 
cos chamber sessions where diplomats 
sat face to face snd saw with perfect 
clarity one thru the other's pious 
phraser, haa been torn away with a 
sudden swish. It must be said thai 
this comes aa a relief to the states- 
men who are schooled in the old- 
time game of give-and-take and bal- 
ance o( power and dlrialon of apolls, 
while helplesa novices in that nobler 
but less profitable game of freedoin 
and talk of justice fcr nil. 

Moreover, tin- European people'^ 
theiuselves, long sine? convinced that 
the high sounding diplomatic verb- 
iage "got nowhere," have been ch.'n- 
oring tor thto new old way of tackling 
the big world toaues. The other hav- 
ing failed to hring forth anything but 
shattered hopes, they now rely upon 
this return to pre-war ineihod for 
speedy construction s*! tlement tliai 
will bring order out of chaos. 
Obstacles See* Ahead. 
With the harriers down, however, 
some diplomatists see many obstacles 
In the path of the San Remo dele- 
gates who nu.y fi;ul it I'iffiinlt to 
consolidate the war-tiiue alliance ii 
they insist e, > 'i up'iii his own na- 
tion's "pound of flesh. " 

All delegate^, of course, are pledg- 
ed to secrecy, hut enough has leaked 
out to Stlow the tollDvrtng brief 
sketch of tke altustloa: 

Premier Millerand Insists on the 
strict apiillcation of l!i ' \'ersailles 
tre.il\ and the comi)lele (lisarmau;eiil 
of Ci rmany.

Washington, April 20. — Peace with 
Austria as well as Germany will ho 
declared In the resolution which ths 
Senate Foreign Relations Commttttnn 
will report to the SenaU. The nm- 
Intlon will be a snbstitute tor the Por- 
ter resolution psssed by the House, 
which declared peace with Germany 
only. 

The Senate resolution also will pro- 
vide for the repeal of all war legtola*' 
tion, including the eaplonage act^ tho 
Overman act and others which torn- 
ferred extraordinsry powers on the 
executive departments of the govern- 
ment more successfully to prosecute 
the war. but which remain on the 
statute hooks despite the fact that thn 
war has long been over. 

The form of the resolution waa dis- 
cussed at aa executive session of tho 
committee today. The Republlean 
members of the committee are a unit 
in favoring a new resolution Instead 
of the Porter resolution, and of In- 
cluding both Au'5trla and Germany in 
the declaratory resolution. It is be- 
lieved the resolution will be agreed 
upon In the committee before the end 
of this wsek. Action in the Senate 
early next week is looked for.

The ohieetiona raised by Repub- 
lican senators to the Porter; 
tion are that it contalaa too 
matters and that the vote by which 
It was passsd In the House demon- 
strates conclusively that it could not

Ills campaign in Nebraaka he asked 
Senator l.oi!^' to postpone action on 
the resoluiMii until he returned. Sen- 
ntoi' Lodge was unabie to give such 
a promise, however, and the resolu- 
tion will come from the committee by 
a party vote within a few days . 

Senator Lodge and other Republi- 
cans on the committee take the po- 
sition that the Democrats Intend w 
opiHjse the resolution anyway so there 
is no necessity for po-t|)i>ning action 
on It until they . :i .;ere.

<iip a proce.ss known to the initiated 
as "destructive distillation," and 
gradually the reservoir, or container 
will be filled with a gaa, resembling 
water gas. 

With thia gaa It would be possible 
to run motor^rlven trolley cars, au- 
tomobiles and stationary engines 
Given such etiulpiaenl the farii er 
could run his farm machinery, fill 
his water tanka and light hi* house 
and bam. According to H. ■. Roethe, 
ot the Bureau ot Chemlatry, there is 
no doubt that gas of these qualitii - 
can be made from tbe nuiten.il.-. 
named.

Immediately after the statement 
was made public spokesmen from 
striking railroad men in New York. 
New Jersey. New England and the 
Middle West were received by th* 
board. They were accompanied hy 
Representatives Bgan and McGlen- 
non. of New Jersey. 

Reque.st for an immediate hearing 
by the representatives of tho stn 
ers was denied. C'halrjii.in Itarton 
said that under the rules adopted 
by the board written complaint 
must first be filed with the seereta 
ry showing by express statement and 
facts set out that the dispute wa^ 
one which the board was authoriz- 
ed to consider 

Tl^e board's statement followa: 
. "It ia decided and ordered by the 
board as one of the rules governing 
Ita procedure that as the law under 
which this board was ci-eatod and or- 
Kuni/.cd makes it the duty of both 
carriers and their employes and sub- 
ordinate ofUcials having difficulties 
and diaputea to have and hold con- 
ferenoea between repreaentativaa of 
the different partiea and intresta, to 
consider and if possible to decide such 
disputes in conference, and where 
such disimle is not decided In such 
conference to refer it to this board 
to hear and decide, and It is further 
eontemplated and provided by the law 
that ponding such conference refer- 
ence to aad hearing by this board it 
shall he the duty of hll carriers their 
officers, employes and agents to ex- 
ert every reasonable effort and adopt 
every available means to avoid any 
interruption to the operation of any 
carrier growing out of any such dis- 
putoa; therefore this hoard will not 
roeolve. ontortaln or eeaaldar aay ap ■ 
pllcatioa from or hy any party, par- 
ties or their representatives who have 
not compiled with or who are not 
complying with the provisions of the 
law or who are not exerting every 
reasonable effort and adopting every 
available maaas to avoid aay later- 
ruptloa to tho operatloa ot aay ear- 
rier growiag oat ot any dispute be- 
tween the carrier aad itoployoa." 

Representative Bagan asked the 
board to hear Edward McHugh of 
New York, representing the strikers 
In the metropolitan dieMSlt so he 
might take back to th«ai MBM word 
that tha board woald take aetlon 
quickly.
